Besides supplying 
her 
driving 
power, electricity is used to hoist 
the am m unition, rotate the turrets, 
operate the 14 inch guns, steer the 
ship, raise and lower 
the 
anchor, 
pump fresh and salt w ater, operate 
the nachihery in the machine shop,* 
carpenter shop and printing estab­ 
lishm ent, supply fresh air for ven­ 
tilation, raise and lower the boats, 
operate the refrigeration plant, op­ 
erate 
the 
searchlights 
and 
radio 
equipment. In the kitchen electric­ 
ity peels the potatoes, washes the 
dishes, m akes the ice cream, grinds 
the mej&t, mixes the dough, cuts! 
the butter and in many other ways 
lightens the labors of the sailor 
lads. 
The chief advantage of 
electric 
drive for a battleship is fuel econ­ 
omy. Fuel economy is far more im­ 
portant aboard ship than ashore, 
naval officers point out, for a ship 
m ust carry her own fuel, and the 
longer the ship’s fuel will last, the 
greater her radius of action. The 
greatest saving occur® at the usual 
cruising speed of about 15 knots. 
As compared with the battleships 
driven by turbines directly coupled 
to the propellers, it is estim ated 
th at the California will save, while 
cruising, about 30 per cent of her 
fuel. This is because both the tu r­ 
bines and the propellers can rotate 
at their best and most economical 
speed, which, it is contended, is 
often impossible when 
steam 
is 
used to drive the screws. 
Energy to operate the great bat­ 
tleship is taken aboard in the form 
of crude oil. This is burned under 
boilers that develop the steam pow­ 
er which in turn generates electric 
power. 
The nozzles underneath the boil­ 
ers are adjusted to mix air with the 
oil so that the oil will burn com­ 
pletely w ithout smoke. However, if

The Efficiency of Advertising 


The efficiency of a business depends largely on the 
speed with which the capital is turned over.

Advertising accomplishes this reduction of interest 
costs. By advertising, a lot of goods can be quickly mar­ 
keted and turned into cash. 
The money can be at once 
used to buy more, instead of having the goods lie idle 
in a store. 
As a general rule, non-advertisers keep their 
goods a longer time than advertisers.

to pay a heavy interest charge on goods lying idle a long 
time before they can be worked off in non-advertised 
stores.

cook food and keep warm through 
the winter. 
If you have not appointed a town­ 
ship chairman throughout the coun­ 


ty, will you kindly do so at once 
and issue a letter calling their at­ 
tention to the importance of gather­ 
ing and conserving fuel. I believe 
that if your council will make in­ 
vestigations of oil burners, oil stoves 
and oil supplies, urging the people 
to equip at least one stove with oil. 
that you will be rendering a great 
service. 
Will you kindly see that churches, 
schools and lodges are acquainted 
with this proclamation

urge 
them as organisations, to take the 
initiative in this movement? I want 
to stress and burn into the minds
